1. Eliminating the breeding 
places of flies.by the "contami­ 
nation" of those areas'with a 
powerful chemical--possibly ben­ 
zine hxychloiide.

2. Eradicating feeding areas 
by. using fly-proof garbage 
cans, eliminating piles of grass 
clippings, washing tin cans and 
boltii-s beforo discarding them 
into can barrels.

To accomplish the first ob­ 
jective JL was suggested that a 
communication center be estab­ 
lished to receive the anonymous 
calls and complaints against 
posible collaborators who main­ 
tain fly breeding sources. The 
center, possibly th'e city engi­ 
neer's office, would receive in­ 
formation on vacant lots to be 
burned  off weeds, rotting tree 
leaves, and debris in vacant lots 
was found to be one' of the 
greatest sources of flies.

On the second point of strate­ 
gy it was suggested- that the 
garbage collector's aid be en­ 
listed. One of the complaints 
niiitlc- at the meeting of the

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IS ONCE FAMOUS DDT 
LOSING ITS PUNCH? .
Like a middle-aged boxer, the once much-heralded DDT 

seems to bo losing its punch especially is this true in South­ 
ern California. .

Th,is is due, say leading entomologists, to the wide-spread 
use of the Insect killer In the Southland. ' .

Jack Olson, pest control engineer of the unincorporated 
city of Paramount, says it requires 475 times as much DDT 
to kill the infamous Bellflower fly in Southern California than 
it does to drop the files in Fresno. ' 

- He explains It this way:
"DDT is slow to drop flies. Maybe as long as six to 24 

hours. During this time the fly will breed as many as 14 
times. With each batch of young flies a certain amount of 
immunity is passed along to the offspring. These in turn come 
in contact with more DDT. As .they lay their eggs creating 
another generation still further immunity is passed along unto 
the new generation. Finally the Insect poison has little knock­ 
down power over the subsequent generation of flies."

One of the best known fly killers known today is a mix­ 
ture of DDT (useful for its crystalline formation) and Ben-   
zine Hxychloride, says Ols-on. It packs a punch that drops 
flies instantly and yet does not disturb important pollination 
cycles, he claims.

The preparation Is so new, claims Olson, that he doubts 
that the product is available locally.
